New Falher Arena To 
Fill Manifold Purpose 


FALHER—The. proposed new 


arena in Falher, which is already 
under construction, will be vir- 
tually a community centre in 
every meaning of the phrase. 

Designed to fill the needs of 
the town’s administration, and to 
provide facilities for recreation 
and social gatherings, the new 
structure will be the finest arena 
of its kind north of Edmonton. 

The building houses two “units” 
——thé front portion will consist of 
locker-room facilities, restaurant, 
town garage, caretaker’s quarters, 
village offices and council cham- 
bers, with a large hall, complete 
with stage- upstairs. The rear 
portion will take in the ice-sur- 
face and spectators’ facilities. 

The fore portioh of the build- 
ing is a sizable 110 feet wide and 
42 feet in depth, while the arena 
area will be 410 feet wide by more 
than 200 feet long. The ice sur- 
face will measure the regulation 
185 feet by 85 feet. 

.. Portions of the fore-part of tne 
building are already in use. The 
new fire engine is housed in the 
building, and has alongside of it a 
cistern. Another cistern is pro- 
posed and will be fed by a pond 
reservoir which contains 450,000 
cubic feet of water and is full the 
year round, thus assuring the fire 

epartment of an ample supply of 
water in an emergency. 

The heating plant, installed at 

cost of three thousand dollars 

‘and capable of heating the com- 
plete structure, is working now 
keeping the fire engine warm, and 
heating the finished portion of the 
building. 
' The total cost of the building 
when complete will be in the 
neighborhood of forty: thousand 
dollars, most of which is already 
paid off, and the material required 
for the completion of the building 
is already on hand. 

Roofing of the ice service will 
be of aluminum, supported by 
luminated wooden beams. The 
aluminum roofing has a double 
jurpose—snow will not remain 
jong on the roof, and the roof it- 
Lelf is of exceptionally light 
weight. 

‘Tt is planned to stueco the front 

portion of the building to give it 
ia pleasing and striking appear- 
‘ance. 
' “The citizens of Falher are to 
‘be congratulated on this project 
it is a wonderful example of 
‘community enterprise, since al- 
most half of the structure was 
‘built by volunteer labor, and since 
e much of the building is already 
tmaid for. Revenue obtained from 
lhe various functions held within 
‘the building will be used to retire 
ithe remaining portion of the debt. 
{Yes, Falher can be justly proud 
vf their new arena, it will be the 
‘frvest north of Edmonton when 
pommmated.

B.C. SETS UP EXTENSIVE 
ARTHRITIC RESEARCH PROJECT 


VANCOUVER = (BUP) 


— Canada’s No. 1 crippler, 


arthritis, is the subjeet of research at University of British 
Columbia in an attempt to find its cause. 


The project is based on the 
theory that the inflammatory re- 
action of arthritis may be caused 
by> the suppression. of normal 
amounts of cortisone from human 
glands. 

The ‘‘wonder” drug, cortisone, | 
produced from animal pituitary 
clands, has had success in —cor- | 
trolling some forms of rheumatic | 
dis@ace. 

The hormone is also produced 
by human pituitary and adrenal 
yiands, and although scientists do 
not: fully understand its function, 
it is thought ‘that lack of it may | 
causé’ arthritis. 

So UBC researchers, under Dr. 
Marvin Darrach, have started an | 
investigation of the amount of the 
hormone in the blood-of healthy 
and sick persons. 

They have already worked out 
a method of measuring the ‘hor- | 
mone. 

Tangible results may not hel 
known for a year, as the great 
care riecessary may slow up com-} 
pilation. 

The research nroject is backed | 
financially: by the British Colum- 
hia Division of Canadian Arth- 
ritis and Rheumatism Society.

“> EDITORIALS 


~ The Arrival Of Spring 


The vernal equinox, which heralds the 
beginning of Spring, occurred at 3:01 oclock 
on the afternoon of March 20th this year. 
At that moment, the earth’s-axis was at a 
right angle to the direction of the sun. At 
the vernal equinox day and night are equal 
all over the world. 

The other time during the year when 
this occurs is in September, at the autumnal 
equinox, which will occur on September 23rd 
in 1953. In addition to the equinoxes, there 
is a Summer and Winter solstice, which 
ushers in Summer and Winter, respectively. 


The Summer solstice begins in June, 
when the North Pole is tilted twenty-three 
degrees and twenty-seven minutes toward 
the sun and therefore in the Northern hemi- 
sphere the days are longer than the’ nights. 
At the same time, the days in the Southern 
hemisphere, where the South Pole is pointed 
away from the sun, are shorter than the 
nights, 

This difference, which is,Caused by the 
tilting of the earth’s axis is often misunder- 
stood by many who know only that the 
vernal equinox marks the beginning of 
Spring and that the “some kind of day” in 
June, September and December herald the 
other three seasons. 

Another question which is often not 
cléar in the minds of many is why the hot- 
test days of Summer seem to come after the 
Summer solstice, on which day there is more 
sunshine than any other day in the -vear. 
The reason for this is that the earth con- 
tinues to build up heat after the Summer 
solstice, while losing only a portion of it at 
night, and therefore it is July or August 
when the maximum temperature is reached 
—and when the heat loss at night begins to 
match the heat ‘gain in the day. 

Because of the tilted axis of the earth, 
when the Northern hemisphere is tilted 
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| look... 


toward the sun, experiencing long days and 
warmer weather, the Southern hemisphere | 
is tilted away, experiencing short days and | 
colder weather. Therefore the beginning of | 
Spring in the Southern hemisphere is Sep- | 
tember 23rd, and the Summer solstice is | 
December 21, etc. 


The Quarantine On Dogs. 


The order demanding that every dog be | 
képt in confinement or on leash is a harsh | 
one. The penalty is a stiff.fine for the owner, 
as well as the risk of having his dog shot on 
sight by an authorized officer. 

But rabies is a serious disease, and 
harsh measures are required. 

It was thought by many that the ruth- 
less slauvhter of a thousand or more cattle 
and rigid quarantines on many other herds 
was too stringent a remedy for the outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease a year ago. But 
these steps proved the right ones. The out- 
break was fairly quickly brought under con- 
pis g much quicker and better than is usually 

one. 


It is in the interests of every dog-owner 
that the rabies outbreak be cleaned up as 
quickly as possible. Witlf wild animals in- 
fected, that may be hard to do. But there’s 
no easy way, no short cut. A strict quaran- 
tine is necessary, and that’s all there is to it. 

The authorities should not hesistate in 
applying any further measures they deem 
necessary to bring the outbreak under 
control. “

Federal Mediato 
Enters Strike 


VANCOUVER (BUP) — 
eral government intervened the 
three-week west coast grain Wwork- 
ers’ strike Monday in a mo¥ve to 
settle, the wage disputé and re- 
sume  multi-millon 
ports. 

Federal mediator Berilard Wil- 
son arrived and within hours had 
approached the five strike-bound 
Vancouver and New Wes inster 
elevator companies and the strik- 
ing CIO Grain Workers” Union. 

Wilson declined to comment on 
what approach the federal labor 
department had instructed him to 
use _ but expected developments 
shortly. It was believed he was 
attempting to get the disputants to 
resume negotiations on the 26)- 
member union's demand for a wage 
hike,
